PREDICTS RISE 
Jenkins’ report stated that “If 
future traffic growth continue« at 
the same rate experienced during 
the past six years,- total volume of 
traffic will be doubled in fiscal 
year 1259-60, amounting to 22,100,000 
vehicles in that year. If such volume 
should actually materialize a real 
problem would result. 
“As pointed out previously, the 
bridge structure itself would not be 
able to accomodate the volume of 
traffic even using four lanes in roe 
direction and two id the other on 
a Sunday during the peak summer 
months. The greatest bottleneck, 
however, would be the connecting 
highways.” 
He estimated traffic for the cur­ 
rent fiscal year as 11,110,000 ve­ 
hicles and revenue at $4,225,000—an 
increase of 953,000 vehicles and 
$239,000 income over the prior year. 
This Is only about $294,000 less than 
for the full year immediately pre­ 
ceding the toll rate reduction.’ 


GAS TRUCK RULES 
The directors also adopted a strict 
set of regulations governing passage 
of gasoline-laden trucks across the 
bridge and approved an expenditure 
of $87,500 for a further safety study 
of the,bridge.

Is 'Unstable 


Excavating To Sound 
Foundation Needed 
For Sausalito Road 


The ‘VholV immediate area 
of the Sausalito lateral is un­ 
stable”, Golden Gate bridge dir­ 
ectors learned yesterday. 
Final geological and e 
eering reports by Charles 
showed that the “areas both to 
the north and south of the present 
aohe of roadway failure are unstable 
in the tower slope ifnd this may 
cause further damage to the road­ 
way area on either side of the pres­ 
ent slide.” 
The report substantiated first 
analysis that the road failure was 
the result of ancient geological 
processes which have produced a 
series of raving crossing the lateral. 


PROBE REPAIRS 
James Rickets, bridge manager, 
reported that three possible methods 
of repair were investigated. The 
most desirable and economical solu­ 
tion. according to the engineers, 
would be a rock filled crib plus site 
material fill. 
Methods rejected were a realign­ 
ment of the road, requiring a cut 
of the embankment and fill, and a 
pier-supported causeway on the 
side. 
. 
The preferred' method would in­ 
volve re-cutting the embankment 
below the road by excavating to a 
round foundation, constructing a 
bulkhead at the most advantageous 
location and to the necessary height 
and replacing the fin to a safe slope 
in such a manner as to retain the 
present alignment of the roadway 
and adequate width. 


BORINGS PLANNED 
Meanwhile initial borings to de­ 
termine the moisture content of the 
present slide material will be car­ 
ried out, along with any required 
drainage installations. Engineering 
observations will be continued over 
a 13-month period. 
A recommendation that the work 
be done by Punnett, Pares and 
Hutchinson at a cost of $3,185 was 
referred to the building and operat­ 
ing committee.

Stabbing Of Man 


A Marin City mother of two chil­ 
dren is in county jail today booked 
on charges of assault with a deadly 
weapon after she was accused of 
using a kitchen knife to stab an 
acquaintance during an early-morn­ 
ing fracas. 
The woman is Johnnie McDavid, 
32, of Unit B-6, Marin City. She 
told Marin sheriff’s deputies the 
knifing occurred after she had been 
beaten by George M. Barnes, also 32. 
Barnes was in surgery for more 
than 90 minutes this morning after 
the accident while doctors treated 
the wound just above his heart. 
The victim is reported in fair 
condition. 
SERIES OF FIGHTS 
According to sheriffs deputies in 
Marin City, the incident occurred 
at about 2 am. today after they had 
broken up a series of fist fights going 
on outride Unit B-6. In all, about 
40 persons were either involved in 
the fracas or watching, deputies said. 
While deputies and observers had 
separated Barnes and another man, 
and while Barnes? arms were being 
held behind him, Mrs. McDavid 
rushed out from an apartment with 
the knife and slashed it Into the 
victim’s chest, a report to the sher­ 
iff by Deputy Sheriff Louis Moun­ 
ts nos said. 
In the stabbing the knife severed 
an artery which caused Barnes to 
bleed profusely. Mountanos stopped 
the bleeding by applying pressure to 
the artery. He was later lauded by 
doctors for helping to save Barnes’ 
life, Chief Deputy District Attorney 
William O. Weissich said.

Symphony Contributes 
To Our General Welfare 


Marin county will be gi\en a chance to hear 
its own symphony orchestra tomorrow at Marin 
Catholic high school. There should be standees 
when Clinton Lewis, the director, lifts his baton 
at 8:50 p.m. 
This is a major cultural project which every­ 
body should support-not just the relatives of 
the participating artists and their friends. 
Nor should appreciation be confined to 
music lovers in the county. 
A symphony orchestra gives tone to a ccm* 
inunity; sort of softens the cacophony of our 
present-day brash materialism. 
When a community, such as Marin, can find 
enough spirit to assemble 80 or more musicians 
and ringers for hours and hours of fed ions re­ 
hearsals, it has the nucleus of a healthy, grow­ 
ing culture. 
And when such an aggregation of artists offer 
their combined t a l e n t s without admission 
charge-just for the sheer pleasure of sharing 
their love for good music, we have made a 
John Bunyan stride toward mutual understand­ 
ing and respect. 
There was a time in this county when provin­ 
cialism was pronounced. San Rafael looked 
upon all the other communities in,the county 
as insignificant, if noisy, little suburbs. And 
San Rafael was told more than once to go fish 
in its own stream by Larkspur, San Ansel mo 
and other towns when theig seemed to be some 
reason for a get-together. 
Not until the thirties, when the Marin Music 
Chest began to solicit funds, county-wide, was 
there anything but ineffective efforts made to 
unite the whole county for mutual benefits. 
Music, of course, k n o w s no boundaries. 
Neither does it consider race, nor color, nor 
creed nor tongue. Its language is universal. So 
the Marin M u s i c Chest, as a county-wide 
project, prospered where other efforts had 
failed. And in prospering, it charted the way 
for other county-wide projects. 
Our Marin Symphony Orchestra is sponsored 
by another organization which helped whack 
down the artificial barriers of petty provincial­ 
ism, It is the Marin Art and Garden Center 
which has done so much to encourage Mann 
artists in all fields. 


Without these cultural overtones, a com­ 
munity assumes an unrelieved dullness—the 
kind that people dream of moving away from. 
That's why we are so enthusiastic about this 
Marin Svmphpny orchestra and so taken with 
all the effort which has been put into it. That’s 
why we urge you to hear its concert Sunday 
night at Marin Catholic high school in Kcnt- 
field. 
San Fiancisco leans heavily on its symphony 
for tone (no pun meant) and color. And upon 
the talented shoulders of its concert artists, 
Pierre Monteaux has climbed to enormous 
heights in the music world. Some of the bleak­ 
ness of Philadelphia is dispelled by its wonder­ 
ful philharmonic And, while he lived Gabril- 
owitch Ossip of the Detroit Symphony did as 
much to advertise that city as did Henry Ford- 
even more among the literate. 
These are cities of two or three million where 
one would naturally expect to find enough 
support for a symphony. Marin county, how­ 
ever, has only a population of 90,000.

Time Between 
2 Conventions 
May Tell Tale 


IN THE BEGINNING OF the 
Democratic presidential situation, 
preceding 
President 
Truman's 
withdrawal last April 12, one con­ 
dition was universally accepted— 
that he could have the presidential 
nomination if he wanted It. 
So long as this condition re­ 
mained and Mr. Truman did not 
renounce it, there was a consider­ 
able gravitation of leaders toward 
supporting him. These included 
some party leaders having official 
status, such as some members of 
the national committee and some 
members of state and local organi­ 
sations. Their motive was in part 
recognition that Mr. Truman could 
have the nomination if he wanted 
it and that since he could not be 
prevented from taking it, support 
of hint was the practical course for 
anyone having official party sta­ 
tus. 


MEN OF THIS TYPE officials 
of the national, state and local 
party organisations, together with 
active workers in such organisa­ 
tions, have considerable influence 
in the selection of delegates to the 
national convention and hence in 
the choice of the party nominee for 
the presidency. 
Considering the many and wide 
variations of state primary elec­ 
tions, the fact that to many 
states the results of primary elec­ 
tions are only loosely binding or 
not binding at all on delegates, and 
the fact that many states do not 
have primaries — considering all 
this it is tenable to assume that 
any general meeting of minds on 
the part of a measurable number 
of leaders such as here described 
can in some circumstances go far 
toward being decisive as respect* 
selection of the presidential nomi­ 
nee in the National Convention. 


AFTER MR. TRUMANS renun­ 
ciation there was a period of con­ 
fusion among leaders of this type. 
Soon there was a gravitation of 
them toward support of Gov. 
Adlai Stevenson of Illinois. 
He 
had good standing throughout the 
country, had given an able and 
successful administration to the 
state of Illinois, and had shown 
himself 
a 
strikingly 
successful 
vote-getter in the state. To these 
conditions comprising a reason for 
. nominating him for the presidency 
was added the fact that he had the 
good will of President Truman, It 
is tenable to assume that there was 
m considerable likelihood that Gov. 
Stevenson would have a strong po­ 
sition at the national convention 
In July. 
In this situation a new name 
came forward at a large and im­ 
portant national gathering of- 
Democrats in New York City last 
week. With little or no expecta­ 
tion on the part of the country, 
W. Averell Harriman, director of 
the important Mutual Security 
Agency in the Truman administra­ 
tion, was put forward as a candi­ 
date for the presidential nomina­ 
tion. He was the guest of honor 
at the dinner, received much ap­ 
plause from the gathering and on 
the following day was endorsed by 
45 of the 52 Democratic county 
leaders of New York state. 


WHETHER THIS WAS a grop­ 
ing for someone to fill the vacuum 
created by the 
withdrawals 
of 
President Truman and Gov. Ste­ 
venson. or was more in the nature 
of conferring on Mr. Harriman the 
status of "favorite son" of the 
largest state, is not clear. Whe­ 
ther the movement in behalf of 
Mr. Harriman turns out to be for­ 
midable depends on the extent to 
which state 
and local 
leaders 
throughout the country get behind 
him and the extent to which Mr. 
Harriman can acquire the favor 
of Democratic voters at the grass 
roots level. Even though many of 
the state primaries have already 
taken place, state and local party 
leaders take account of. sentiment 
among Democratic voters, in most 
cases base their own positions on 
it. 
Apparently Mr. Harriman takes 
the launching of his candidacy 
with the utmost seriousness and

TWs cost for them was, 
of course, included in the bid for 
the whole project, which was let 
out last January or thereabouts. 


They DO cost a lot of money (the 
installation, which the letter men­ 
tions, is also included in the cost 
of the school, and It’s a matter of 
a carpenter's time). And that is 
why the tables were discussed at 
the meeting. 


At a previous meeting. Chairman 
A. M. Chambliss (himself, like the 
other Board Members, a taxpayer) 
had worried about tljat cost, and 
the discussion last Wednesday 
night was the result of his con­ 
cern. 


The board members had facts 
and figures on this specific type 
of folding table, on other types, 
and on ordinary tables and chairs. 
They compared cost, convenience 
and utility. Non-folding tables for 
an all-purpose room, they found, 
would require much storage space, 
which will be unavailable, and con­ 
siderable manpower to remove 
when not needed.

Impeachment 
Easier Said 
-Than Done

WASHINGTON 
OF) — When 
President Truman threw fuel on 
the political fire by seising the 
steel industry, the heat was so 
intense you could have predicted 
there'd be cries for hte impeach­ 
ment. 
Sen. Taft suggested it pretty 
promptly. But impeachment must 
start in the House, not in the 
Senate. 80 this week two House 
Republicans—Hale of Maine and 
Bender of Ohio—proposed it. 
That’s as far as the suggestion 
is expected to get. 
Besides, ft*» 
the kind | f move which in an elec­ 
tion year might backfire on the 
Republicans by creating sympathy 
for the President. 


WITH THIS IN MIND, some 
Republicans said: "We don’t want 
to make a martyr of the Presi­ 
dent." 
Anyway, Impeachment is easier 
said than done. 
The only time 
Congress tried it on a president— 
Andrew Johnson, in 1865—the trial 
lasted three months. Johnson es­ 
caped by one vote and lived out 
the rest of hte term peacefully. 
The constitution says the “presi­ 
dent, vice president, and all civil 
officers of the United States shall 
be removed from office on im­ 
peachment for and conviction of 
treason, bribery, or 
other high 
crimes and misdemeanors . . . " 


THIS IS THE WAY IT GOES. 
The proposal is made in the House. 
If the House approves—toy a sim­ 
ple majority vote—the Senate is 
notified. Then the House appoints 
. a committee of managers (prosecu­ 
tors) to present the case. 
The Senate sits as a jury to hear 
the evidence. When a president is 
on trial—because the vice presi­ 
dent might have an Interest in 
the outcome—the chief justice of 
the U. S. presides. 
But since such a trial drags on, 
it's hard to keep the senators 
glued to their chairs. They get up» 
wander around, duck in and out» 
thus missing a lot of the testt» 
mony. 
Having missed testimony, soma 
of them are reluctant to vote when 
it comes time for the Senate to 
decide guilty or not guilty. And 
the president is acquitted unless 
two-thirds of the senators vote 
cgainst him, 


ANDREW JOHNSON, A DEMO­ 
CRAT who was elected vice presi­ 
dent on Lincoln’s Republican tick­ 
et in 1864, succeeded to the presi­ 
dency when Lincoln was assassin­ 
ated the following year. 
Johnson shared Lincoln’s mod­ 
erate views on reconstructing the 
South after the war. But he had 
to deal with a Republican Congress 
which wanted much harsher treat­ 
ment for the ex-Confederates. 
He became so troublesome to the 
Republicans that in 1867 they pass­ 
ed the tenure of office act. This 
was to prohibit him from firing— 
unless the Senate approved—any 
of the people the president had 
appointed to government jobs. 
He wanted to fire his secretary 
of war, Edwin M. Stanton, who 
had been playing oozy with John­ 
son's enemies. Besides, Johnson 
thought it woujd be a good way 
to test the tenuare of office act. 


HE 
THOUGHT 
HE’D 
FIRE 
STANTON and the case would go 
to the supreme court for a de­ 
cision on whether the tenure of 
office was an encroachment on 
presidential authority and there­ 
fore 
unconstitutional. 
So 
he 
bounced his secretary of war. 
But 
the 
House Republicans 
crossed him up by starting Im­ 
peachment 
proceedings 
against 
him. After his acquittal, Congress 
repealed the tenure of office act. 
Altogether 
impeachment 
pro­ 
ceedings have been started in Con­ 
gress against 12 people*. 
Besides 
Johnson, they were a senator, a 
secretary of war, and nine Judges. 
Most were acquitted.

In reference to Greyhound, the 
application said that Greyhound is 
engaged primarily in inter-state 
operations and in long haul intra- 
state operations. Its local operations 
in tha Bay Area comprise a “very 
small portion of its business” and its 
executive management is “of neces­ 
sity primarily concerned with long 
haul operations,” the application 
recites. 


WANTS TO GET OUT 
“Greyhound has repeatedly stated 
in public hearings before this com­ 
mission «nd elsewhere that it does 
not desire to continue in the per­ 
formance of the interurban oper­ 
ations . . . and is willing* to relin­ 
quish certain of its local operations 
if other arrangements could be made 
to protect the interests of the pub­ 
lic/* the application said. 
The application goes on to state 
that the Bay Area Transit System 
believes that a carrier devoted solely 
Ij local operations would eliminate 
many of the problems with which 
Greyhound has been confronted in 
performing such local operations 
along with Its long haul business.

Daylight Time 


Daylight Saving Time will start 
again Sunday for many millions of 
folks who will turn their clocks 
ahead one hour. 
DST is popular in many urban 
areas—more time for golf and gar­ 
dening and other summer recrea­ 
tion, and a boon to considerable in­ 
dustrial production. 
But most farm folks refuse to 
tinker with the clock and disturb 
their dawn-to-dusk rhythm of feed­ 
ing. milking and tending crops. 
An estimated 65 million people 
live by DST, and about 80 million 
don’t. 
Fishermen, living by the tides, 
ignore it And railroad men think 
it just adds to the confusion of 
travellers. Most roads stick to 
Standard Time. 
8.P. ADJUSTS SCHEDULES 
The Southern Pacific Company 
has adjusted Its in-state schedules, 
and particularly the Peninsula com 
muter operation, to fit in with the 
people’s seasonal change in habits.

Dahlia Tubers 


Excessive dampness 
and 
cold 
often causes dahlia tubers to decay 
or mildew in storage. 
A checkup 
at this time will 
prevent 
the 
spread of rot or infection. It’s the 
old story of the bad apple in the 
barrel. 
If a dahlia tuber shows a soft 
spot, cut away the decaying por­ 
tion with a sharp knife. 
Be sure 
to cut back to a hard, clean part 


of the tuber. Then dust the wound 
with sulphur. 


When purchasing tubers do not 
make the mistake of selectiing 
overly big ones in the hope that 
they will produce better plants and 
blooms.

A m ong the m any wild plants covering Marin a re Miner's 
lettuce, (montia perfoliata) a common ea ta b le succulent 
It w as eaten by both Indians a n d pioneers an d som e people 
still use it for a salad green. It m ay a p p e a r in uncultivated 
a re a s in your backyard or be common along roadsides. The 
Buckeye (Aesculus californica), shown in photo above at 
right, is a shrub-like tree related to the horse chestnut. It is 
usually found grow ing on stream banks an d side walls of 
canyons. When in full bloom, which will be in a few weeks, 
it is considered one of M arin's most beautiful trees. It usually 
branches low into a num ber of clean round w hite-grey limbs 
which w iden out into a broad dense rounded head. It leafs 
very early before flowers a p p e a r. The long white flower 
spikes, sprinkled regularly over green mound of foliage, 
give ap p ea ran ce of neat calico print. Leaves fall early in 
autum n as trees protect themselves against too much ev ap o ­ 
ration during dry hot seasons. The bare trees m ake a pic­ 
ture silhouefted against sea an d sky. The Sand V erbena (ab- 
ronia latifolia), in photo at right, carpets the dunes on M arin 
coast. It is one of the flora especially a d a p te d for life in 
salt spray an d shifting sands. The plant shown has not yet 
bloom ed but has merely gained a foothold in otherwise 
barren sand. As the little yellow flower grows, a small dune 
will grow about it. M any of the coastal dune a re a s have 
been destroyed. 
The city of San Francisco w as built upon 
flower-covered dunes. Along the M arin coast, especially north 
of Ft. Reyes light w here this picture w as taken, there are 
still primitive dune stretches. . . .

W ater Alone Found 
Enough For Plants 
RIVERSIDE, Calif. (U.PJ—Scien­ 
tists at the University of Califor­ 
nia's 
citrus 
experiment 
station 
here have established that plants 
and even large trees will grow in­ 
definitely in water cultures and 
produce high quality fruit. 
Dr. H. D. Chapman, chairman 
of the station’s division of soils and 
plant nutrition, concedes to old- 
guard gardeners that organic m at­ 
ter has great value as a medium 


for growing plants and trees. 
However, he said, experiments 
have proved that organic matter Is 
not indispensable. 
“Prom our experience in water 
and sand cultures,” he explained, 
“we know that most green plants 
can be grown in a medium devoid 
of organic m atter.” 
The station has 14-year-old or­ 
ange trees that have been grow­ 
ing continuously in water cultures 
during their entire lives, he said, 
and they continue to produce good 
crops of fruit.

Place your annuals where you 
want them to bloom. This is the 
time 
to 
transplant 
established 
plants 
which you 
have 
either 
raised yourself or those you have 
accepted as gifts from friends or 
bought in flats at the nursery. 
For the flowering seasons to 
oome, we need annuals that like 
warm places and bright sunshine. 
In order that these annuals can 
be happy during the long summer 
season the ground must be pre­ 
pared now and just as we said in 
a recent column the soil needs to 
be worked up, made loose, and in 
some 
instances 
enriched 
with 
humus 
and 
bulk 
compost. 
It 
must be made loose and fluffy. 
ANNUALS, IF THEY are to give 
you *joy in your garden this sum­ 
mer. must be given bright sun­ 
shine. Your success with them 
oomes by placing them in the de­ 
sign where they alone will domi­ 
nate and where their roots will not 
have to stage an underground 
wrestling match with those invad-

Go to the ant, thou sluggard, 
consider his ways and be wise. 
Gardeners who have followed 
this advice have come up with 
good 
methods to attack 
these 
voracious intruders. 
Ants are unhappy in wet weath­ 
er. They are poor swimmers and 
hate mucky soil. You can control 
them easily when these conditions 
prevail. 
These past wet weeks have made 
it an ideal time for you to dust 
and spray for ant control now. 
Ants are swarming everywhere 
because they have beat held down 
during our long wet spell. All you 
have to do is dust your chlordane 
and the department of agriculture 
says 19% is the better strength to 
use on them. 
Dust 
wherever you see their 
trails. Dust all over and around 
the trunks of trees, especially the 
cherry, the orange and the olean­ 
der bushes, the gardenia, in fact, 
any of the so-called warm weather 
plants.

michaeimas daisy or the day Lily. 
Best effects with annuals are at­ 
tained by giving them a specific 
spot and by filling that prepared 
spot entirely with one kind. This 
is what we call mass planting and 
Is always successful where the soil 
has been. properly prepared and 
enriched. 
• 
It is not enough to prepare your 
soil. It is not enough to crowd in 
your young plants. Maintain that 
ideal growing condition through­ 
out the entire season. Do this by 
proper and sufficient 
watering. 
Professional gardeners adjust a 
fan spray over the plot and they 
water this plot regularly as much 
as four and five times a week. 
Water is sprayed over the plants 
until 
the 
area 
is 
thoroughly 
soaked. 
THOROUGH WATERING fol­ 
lowed by a short period of no 
water at all is a far better system in 
managing 
annuals 
during 
the 
summer months than teasing the 
plants with a couple of drops 
every day. 
The combination of sun and 
water means new growth on the 
tip 
branches 
of 
your 
annual> 
throughout the entire plant and 
on that new growth come the 
blossoms. 
There are many varieties of an­ 
nuals for the summer months. 
But the plants which will bloom 
during the hot months are best 
set out from this day on. Now is a 
good time to set out petunia, mari­ 
gold. 
cosmos, 
salpiglossis,

MORE NEEDED SOON 
Marins New Public Schools Cost 
Five Million Dollars This Year

Nothing, the old adage goes, is 
too good for our kids. 
That’s why Marin is presenting 
its young people with more than 
five million dollars worth of new 
schools this year in which to learn 
their ABC’s and their three R’s. 
Alreadj 
the youngsters have 
moved into buildings costing the 
people $3,686,396. Before this year 
is out they will be using additional 
facilities costing $1,420,739. 
And that adds up to a whop­ 
ping $5,107,135, 
EDUCATION IS A BIG business 
—one involving a huge capital 
outlay, and a substantial annual 
upkeep. 
Meeting 
the 
school 
housing 
needs of Marin’s rapidly growing 
population has developed into an 
Alice-in-Wonderland race in the 
which everyone must run as fast 
as possible to stay in the same 
place. This is the picture pre­ 
sented in a survey Just completed 
in the office of Dr. Wallace W. 
Hall, county superintendent of 
schools, a survey that also re­ 
vealed how much those housing 
needs cost this year. 
For 
instance, 
40 
elementary 
school classrooms were completed 


during the year ended March 31, 
1952, under the building program 
authorized by the bond issue voted 
in November, 1949. 
These are represented by the 
new Santa Venetia and Sun Val­ 
ley schools in San Rafael, the 
Deer Park school in Fairfax, the 
Tamalpals Valley school in Mill 
Valley, Reed school in Tiburon. 
The total cost of these elementary 
schools was approximately $1,083,- 
778. 
THE NEW SIR FRANCIS Drake 
High school building alone cost 
more than two million dollars. 
Vet, during the same year, en­ 
rollment increased from 9,908 to 
10,963, and the addition thousand 
pupils require all but four of forty 
new classrooms. 
Even so, the four “extra” class­ 
rooms are not really extra, since 
the new construction was based on 
attendance of previous years. A 
survey made a year ago of over­ 
crowding in elementary schools 
showed a need for 43 more class­ 
rooms to 
relieve overcrowding. 
Therefore, the “extra” four in the 
1951-52 building program only re­ 
duces the present need from *3 


Marin needs 39 more classrooms 
right now, the survey shows. By 
next year, the 54 classrooms now 
under construction should meet 
that present need, and leave a 
margin for future growth. 
Classrooms now under construc­ 
tion are in the Strawberry and 
Tamalpals Valley extensions of the 
Mill Valley school district; the 
Yolansdale 
and 
Sleepy 
Hollow 
buildings in the San Anselmo dis­ 
trict; addition to the new Green­ 
brae school in the Kentfield dis­ 
trict; the Marion and Olive ave­ 
nue schools in Novato, and the 
Corte Madera school. The contract 
price for all these buildings will 
run up to about $1,420,739. 
But anticipation of f u t u r e 
growth means, again, that all the 
building in progress must be allo­ 
cated to meet increasing demands. 
THE 1952-53 elementary school 
enrollment is conservatively ex­ 
pected to top 12,000, or about 1,000 
more elementary school children 
enrolled next fall. This additional 
thousand pupils will require 35 
more classrooms, if they are to 
have a full day’s schedule in mod­ 
ern, safe buildings.

To recapitulate the bulkting- 
and>pupil race: 39 classrooms are 
needed now, 54 are under construc ­ 
tion now, and 35 more will be 
needed next year. That indicates 
a shortage of 30 classrooms for 
the 1952-53 enrollment By the end 
of next year, there may be another 
thousand-pupil increase, and so, 
year by year, as postwar popula­ 
tion growth moves through ele­ 
mentary schools to high schools. 
The new Drake High school and 
the new art building at the Col­ 
lege of Marin indicate that the 
county secondary school districts 
also face fee same problem 
DR. HALL AND LOCAL educa­ 
tional leaders are studying a re­ 
cent analysis published by the de­ 
partment of education. University 
of California, on “State Provisions 
for financing Public School Capi­ 
tal Outlay Coats'*. The survey 
views the problem of emergency 


and long-range building programs 
which traditionally have been fi­ 
nanced by local school districts. 
**A number of factors have en­ 
tered into the decreasing ability 
of local districts to meet capital 
outlay coats," the s u rv e y reports, 
listing the factors as delay and 
accumulation of needed capital 
improvements due to the depres­ 
sion followed by war: a high birth 
rate; mobility of population; the 
' ratio of assessment of property to 
sale value; increased construction 
coats; modem concepts of good 
school housing, and the rigidity of 
tax and bonding limits 
State participation in the fi­ 
nancing of school construction, 
with maximum emphasis on local 
responsibility for planning, and 
only the basic requirements and 
standards under state jurisdiction, 
is foreseen in the University* 
study of the national school emer­ 
gency.

Study European Housing 


Much of the housing construc- 
ed in Europe is built to last 
indefinitely, and the methods by 
which this is accomplished de­ 
serves the consideration of Amer­ 
ican home builders, a European 
Housing Study Committee of the 
National 
Association of H o m e 
Builders has reported. 


The committee recently conduct­ 
ed a tour throughout Europe to 
study European housing t r c n d s 
th at might produce better ideas for 
better housing here. 


. "EUROPEAN BUILDERS display 
considerable skill in the econom­ 
ical use of the durable m aterials," 
the report stated. “Cavity wall con­ 
struction as it is used in England 
costs about one-third less than the 
same type of construction in this 
country. The Dutch find it econ­ 
omical to use pre-cast concrete 
slab wall construction in their 
newer and m ulti-fam ily develop­ 
ments. 


"Italian builders who use a great 
deal of stone and marble in ex­ 
pensive apartm ent projects make 
a practice of building extra f!oors 


on top of the original building with 
additional 
savings. 
Pre-stress ed 
concrete has obvious advantages, 
especially during a period when 
steel is in short supply."

'Wire-Pulling Needed, Too, 
For Rural Electric Program

To the lay mind, the problem 
of bringing electricity to American 
farms appears ludicrously simple: 
Simply string high tension lines 
from the generator to transformer 
—a job already done—and then 
link the transformer to Unes serv­ 
ing farmhouses. It looks simpler 
even than the vast and complicat­ 
ed networks required to serve a 
metropolis or even a community 
such as our own Marin, with Its 
moderate size and unique geo­ 
graphical situation. 
But, as Childs points out, it 
wasn't that simple. Most utilities 
corporations believed the vast pro­ 
gram of rural electricatioti to be 
unprofitable. They would tap the 
central settlements of a rural area. 
But the less populous hinterlands 
would be left to their own devices 
—usually kerosene lamps and no 
labor-saving electrical equipment 
whatever. 
Utilities firms, their city markets 
assured, balked at expanding into 
the rural market. Many did not 
even believe much of a real mar­ 
ket e x i s t e d an exception, of 
course, being such areas as the 
Central Valleys ot California where 
the sale of large amounts of 
power for pumping of water made 
it worth the while of the Pacific 
Gas Sc Electric Company. 
ALONG CAME THE ERA of tlte 
early 1930s, with its social experi­ 
mentation, The federal government 
established its large public power 


projects. It also began a program 
of loans to rural cooperatives— 
groups of farmers and small-town 
residents banded together to ob­ 
tain badly-needed power distribu­ 
tion facilities—through the Rural 
Electrification administration. By 
and large these facilities have 
been 
cooperatively-financed 
ex­ 
tensions of the privately-owned 
power networks. 
The two programs were con­ 
ceived and nurtured separately. 
The REA role was mapped as that 
of a banker to these rural co­ 
operatives, a role analogous in its 
field to the giant Reconstruction 
Finance 
Corporation established 
by Herbert Hoover in 1930. 
THE AUTHOR, who as a com­ 
mentator on the Washington scene 
has been friendly in the main to 
the New Deal reforms, portrays the 
rural electrification program as 
the 
one 
truly 
-revolutionary” 
achievement 
of 
the 
Roosevelt- 
Truman era. He traces the battles 
between the cooperatives and the 
utilities in efforts to obtain whole­ 
sale power. In these battles, and 
in the fight to obtain congression­ 
al authorization for power genera­ 
tion and transmission loans, he 
backs the farm cooper at ies. 
Childs’ indictment of the power 
Industry Is carefully drawn. After 
referring to the financial shenani­ 
gans of the 1920s- -the machina­ 
tions of Samuel Insuli, et al— he 
does not attack the principle ot 
private ownership of the power 
industry. Indeed, he feels the or­ 
ganization of farm cooperatives IS 
the essence of private ownership. 
THE BOOR IS NOT intended 
for entertainment or amusement. 


It is a serious, though hardly dull, 
story of an important development 
in American economic history. It 
is repetitious in constant restating 
of the coops’ case and the atti­ 
tudes of private power entrepre­ 
neurs. 
To the reader interested in a 
significant page in American eco­ 
nomic and sociological history in 
the making, it is worth reading. 
And it will be interesting to see 
what kind of rebuttal Is bound to 
come from the private power in ­ 
dustry and other> who feel federal

under the earth: Thou shalt not 
bow down thyself to them, nor 
serve them; for I the Lord thy God 
am a Jealous God, visiting the ini­ 
quity of the fathers upon the 
children unto the third and fourth 
generation of them that hate Me; 
And shewing mercy unto thousands 
of them th at love Me, and keep 
My commandments.’’ 
WE DO NOT BOW ourselves to 
grotesque idols of gold, silver or 
stone, but there are many other 
things which we love that typify 
such idols — love of money; love 
of family to the exclusion of God; 
love of the good things of life 
(so-called). Many seem to make 
idols of their jobs or hobbies. 
Women make their homes or social 
duties their gods and give all their 
thoughts to them. 
Jesus told the parable of what 
has been called the great supper 
or the parable of the guests who 
would excuse themselves. Jesus was 
dining with a Pharisee when He 
told this story; 
A man made a great feast, and 
when ail was ready, he sent his 
servant to call the guests, who, 
apparently, had accepted his invi­ 
tation to dine. However, when the 
servant approached the first one 
he said he had just purchased 
some land and he must go and see 
it, and he begged to be excused. 
THE SECOND ONE said he had 
purchased five yoke of oxen and 
it was important that he prove 
them, so he could not go to the 
banquet. The third said he had 
just been married and he could 
not leave his bride. So it went on, 
and the servant was obliged to re­ 
turn to his master and report that 
there were no guests willing to 
enjoy the feast. 
Now, all of the excuses were 
valid. The man who had bought 
land, naturally wanted to see his 
purchase and approve it. The man 
who had purchased oxen would be 
justified in wanting to try them 
out. The man who had married had 
a right to not leave his bride. 
However, what of the host who 
had been to the expense and 
trouble of seeing that food was 
prepared 
and 
served 
properly? 
Were not the excuses flimsy com 


pared to the duty of honoring their 
host after accepting his invitation? 
JUST SO WITH US when we 
put smaller things before God our 
Father to whom we- pray that He 
will hear and help us in time of 
need and be with us when earthly 
things have passed away. Nothing 
should come between us and Him. 
Jesus put this truth very strong - 
when He said, to the multitude 
that followed Him, and whose 
faces He doubtless had been study­ 
ing; “If any man come to Me, and 
hate not his father, and mother, 
and wile, and children, and breth­ 
ren, and sisters, yea, and his own 
life, he cannot be My disciple. 
“And whosoever doth not bear 
his cross, and come after Me, can­ 
not be My disciple.” 
We need not hate our families, 
but if we accept Christ, we must 
put His work first; we must be 
loyal to Him, no m atter what it 
may mean, and we must hear our 
burdens as He bore His cross to 
Golgotha. 
AGAIN JESUS TOLD the Phari­ 
sees; “No servant can serve two 
masters: for either he will hate 
the one and love the other; or else 
he will hold to the one, and despise 
the other. Ye cannot serve God 
and mannon. 
“And the Pharisees also, who 
were covetous, heard all th^se 
things, and they derided Him. And 
He said unto them, Ye are they 
which 
Justify yourselves 
before 
men; 
but 
God 
knoweth 
your 
hearts: for that which is highly 
esteemed among men is abomina­ 
tion in the sight of God.” 
The love of money, the danger 
of putting it before other more im­ 
portant things, is the sin. Many of 
the Pharisees loved money, no m at­ 
ter how it was obtained. Most men 
esteemed these priests of the tem­ 
ples, but Cod could see down into 
their hearts and He knew that It 
was their devotion to gold that 
took "His place with many of 
them. 
The moral of the lession is that 
if we are true to God and place 
Him first in our lives, we shall 
also surely be a blessing, not only 
to ourselves, but to all those with 
whom we come in contact., §

Fairhills Home Expresses 
Owners' Long-Desired Ideas 


W h e n Architect Paul C. O ve rm ire of M ill V alley an d his 
partner Frederick H. Reim ers w ere asked to design a res,, 
dence in Fairhills, Sa n Rafael, they w ere faced w ith sa h sfy- 
ina a few special w ishes of the property ow ner. G iven a 
site on a knoll w ith m a n y native trees, the architects w ere 
asked to level the b u ild in g lot w ithout u sin g a bulldozer to 
push dirt out. The dirt w a s hauled out with trucks. 


The owner, h avin g his ow n home designed with his 
o w n ideas for the first time, w anted to be able to go from 
the living room to a n y room in the house a n d he a so 
w ish e d to be open up all outside w alls to b rin g outdoors 
indoors. Architects accom plished this b y placing entrance 
to house directly into livin g room , w ith on ly a half-w ell 
m a kin g a sm all foyer. From the foyer, one can g o to kitchen, 
bedroom w ing. The outdoor livin g feeling, with every room, 
including bedroom s a n d service room s w.th doors lead ing 
outdoors, w a s achieved by ceiling-to-floor solid g la ss w in ­ 
d ow s, plus g la ss door exits.
